Great Expansion. — 
In Postal Service 


Reorganization of the Rural Mail 
Delivery System. The Travelling 
Postmaster Makes His Appearance. 


Many New Post Offices 


The development of the country 
and the rapid extension’ of the areas 
of settlement is calling for corres- 
ponding increases in and extensions 
of the postal service. An idea of the 
rapid strides made, is given by the 
fact that almost 600 new post offices 
have been opened in different parts 


of the country since January 1, 
1912. The number is increasing 
monthly for the monthly average 


from July 1 to October | has been 
at the rate of sixty. The grouping 
together of new inhabitants necessi- 
tates the establishment of post 
offices. The majority of those being 
opened are in the west, but the old- 
er parts of the country are not being 
neglected. Ontario, Quebec and the 
Maritime provinces receive their 
share according to the increase of 
population, an increase specially 
noticeable in the cities. 


NEW WESTERN OFFICES. 


An idea of the development of the 
west may be given in the number of 
new post offices established in the 
prairie provinces and the far west 
in one month. Out of seventy-six 
new offices opened on July 1, fifty 
were in points in the prairie prov- 
inces and the far west. The same 
ratio has been kept on August 1, 
September 1 and October 1 of this 
year. 

RURAL MAIL SERVICE. 

The department is also catering to 
the needs of the people in the rapid 
extension of the rural mail delivery 
scheme. By an act passed last ses- 
sion a superintendent was appointed 
over the rural mail delivery branch. 
lis work was to specialize on that 


‘branch of the department’s work. 


This has been successful and begin- 
ning with November ] of the present 
year, the rural mail carriers will be 
equipped with a supply of postal 
orders and stamps and authorized to 
take registered letters, so that fre- 
quent visits on the part of inhabi- 
tants to the post offices in outlying 
districts will be unnecessary, with a 
consequent saving of time and labor. 

The result will be 2 former rural 
mail carried transformed into a 
travelling postmaster, 


TWELVE HUNDRED ROUTES. 


Mr. Bolduc, the new superintend- 
ent, states that at the end of the 
present year there will be about 
twelve hundred rural mail delivery 
routes in operation throughout the 
country. At present there are al- 
most nine hundred. Of this number 
about six hundred had been in oper- 
ation when the Hon. L. P. Pelletier 
took up the reins of his department. 
At that time the scheme had been 
in operation for four years. The re- 
sult of Mr. Pelletier’s work in ap- 
pointing a special superintendent will 
be scen at the end of the year when 
as many routes will have been estab- 
lished by him in fifteen months as 
during the four years of Liberal 
administration. This is all the more 
creditable as the circular route has 
been put in operation. The route 
under the old system was simply be- 
tween places already established but 
the circular route takes in more out- 
lying parts as well as the existing 
route and brings greater benefit. 


WESTERN VISIT POSTPONED. 


The Postmaster-General had _ in- 
tended to see for himself the growth 
of the country and visit the west 
before the opening of Parliament, 
but his work in England, and the 
early opening of Parliament, have 
prevented him, and he will be com- 
pelled to wait for a more opportune 
time. 


Government To 
: Meet Nov. 2st 


The summoning of Parliament for 
November 2lst means that before 
many weeks the country will know 
all that there is to know on the sub- 
ject of the Borden Government’s 
naval policy. The announcement of 
the date sufficiently answers Liberal 
predictions that the Government 
would seek and find some pretext 
for delaying the opening until the 
mew year. Predictions of that sort 
have been freely circulated in  op- 
position papers for some weeks, the 
wish being probably father to the 
thought. They have been circulated 
despite the definite declaration ol 
the Rt. Hon. R. L. Borden in Mon- 
treal on September 21st, that Par- 
liament would meet in the autumn. 
The statement of the Prime Minister 
should have settled, and with a 
majority of the people undoubtedly 
did settle, the question as to the 
readiness of the Governmeat to meet 
the House. As a matter of fact 
there is every indication that the 
opening of the second session of the 
twelfth Parliament will find the 
sessional agenda in an advanced 
state of preparation so that no time 
will be lost in getting important leg- 
islation before Parliament. This 
means that there is to be a working 
session from the start, making pos- 
sible a comparatively early proro- 
gation consistent with the impor- 
tance of the measures to be consider- 
ed. The naval policy will, of course, 
be the principal matter for the con- 
sideration of the House. Recent de 
velopments substantiate the belief 
that that policy will be one worthy 
of the people’ of Canada, involving 
as one of its main features imme- 
diate and effective aid to the mother 
country, such aid to be given in a 
manner calculated to amply  safe- 
guard the status of Canada as a 
self-governing dominion within the 
Empire.

ed time, the start having been made 
from Halifax about four o'clock in 
dull, cold weather, and the arrival 
at Vancouver, by a coincidence, was 
made at the same hour and under 
the same weather conditions. The 
actual running time was forty-one 
days and the mileage wast3900 miles, 
which gives an average of 95.13 
miles per day. = 

Road conditions were bad, owing 
to the immense rainfall in every 
part of the country. Many parts of 
the country, especially Manitoba, 
were turned into swamps and quag- 
mires ; this reduced the daily aver- 
aye considerably. 

In addition to the 3900 miles, 780 
miles were covered under other than 
the car's own power, owing to the 
absence of trail or road; this ap- 
plies particularly to New Ontario. 
As far as North Bay no shippbng had 
to be undertaken, although this was 
the first car that had ever come 
through all the way from Halifax to 
that point. 

At first it was not: difficult to keep 
up an average of 120 miles a day, 
but from the prairie provinces on 
this was redaced to as low as sixty 
miles. The highest daily run was 
made in Alberta-—]85 miles, between 
Maple Creek and Lethbridge ; the 
lowest in Manitoba—l4 miles, from 
Winnipeg to Headingly, owing to the 
wretched state of the gumbo roads. 
The car was running an average of 
ten miles to the gallon, sometimes 
as much as fifteen miles was made 
to the gallon, but in some parts of 
British Columbia five miles to the 
gallon was good going. The number 
of broken links in the road through 
British Columbia necessitated run- 
ning on the ties in some places ; 
taking a steamer on Kootenay Lake 
on another, and running for a few 
miles through the United States in 
another place. 

The cost of crossing from Wvali- 
fax to Vaasgcouver averaged about 
$2.50 a day per person. The ex- 
penses of the car were about $5.00 
per day. exclusive of repairs. On two 
ovcasions the trip was delayed owing 
to injury to the car on bad grades, 
the driving-shi® having been twist- 
ed. 

The gumbo roads of Manitoba 
were in such bad condition that the 
drivers went on strike in Winnipeg, 
causing a three days’ delay. Owing 
to the absence of roads many detours 
had to be made, amounting to 680 
miles altogether, of which 300 were 
in Ontario and 300 in British Columr 
bia. . 

The enthusiasm for the Canadian 
Highway all along the road was 
marked. Towns and cities did their 
best to welcome the pathfinder and, 
besides presenting pennants of their 
town and entertaining the motorist, 
passed resolutions pledging unquali- 
fied co-operation in any scheme for 
the Canadian Highway from coast’ 
to coast. 

Chains were seldom used. Block 
and tackle were often in requisition. 
On one occasion a bridge had to be 
built to get the car over, and teams 
were necessary to pull the car out 
of the bad spots. 

The motorists, however, were al- 
ways able to get shelter for the 
night and never lacked food or 
gasoline, 

Scarcely any macadam roads were 
found on the journey, the majority 
was earth and the rest gravel. The 
best roads were in British Columbia 
and in Ontario, the worst in Mani- 
toba, the earth‘roads of the Mari- 
time Provinces and Alberta and 
Saskatchewan were of about equal 
merit. 


Newspaper Laws 


1—A postmaster is required to 
give notice by letter (returning the 
paper doey not: answer the law)( when 
a subscriber does not take his paper 
out. of the office and state the reason 
forits not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2—If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrear- 
ages or the publisher may continue 
to send it until payment is made 
and collect the whole amount wheth- 
er the paper is taken from the office 
or not. There can be no discontinu- 
ance until payment is made. 

3—Any person who takes a_ paper 
out of the postoflice, whether direct- 
ed to his name or not, or whether 
he has subscribed or not, is re- 
sponsible for the pay. 

4—TIf a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped and the publishers continue 
to send, the subscriber is bound to 
pay for it, if he takes it out of the 
postoffice. This proceeds upon the 
ground that a man must pay for 
what he uses. 

5—The courts have decided that re- 
fusing to take newspapers or period- 
icals from the, postoffice or removing 
or leaving them uncalled for is 
prima facie evidence of intentional 
draud.

George Armstrong, of Edmonton, is 
Vice-President of the City Planning 
and Housing Association of Canada 
und it is through his initiative that 
the convention has been called. 


has been invited to send delegates to 
the convention, and a large attend- 
ance is expected and particularly de- 
sired since the convention energies 
will be strongly directed toward 
securing legislation that will enable 
cities and towns to control the dis- 
position of land and buildings in and 
about the several communities in 
such a manner as will lend itself to 
growth along good lines. Such 
legislation asthis Las been adopted 
by Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
and, to some extent, by Ontario. A 
bill looking toward a like end is 
being prepaced by the City Planning 
Commission of Winnipeg, and the 
edmonton convention will take up 
its work with all of this .as a 
guide. The proposition is an impor- 
tant one, particularly at a time when 
so many Alberta cities and towns 
are in a formative stage and where 
so much of future development along 
economical and thoroughly good lines 
depends upon what is done now.

-I submit that 
protectionist duties were not imposed 
in Canada and have not been main- 
tained for the special or exc..sive bene- 
Ot of manufacturers. Proiection was 
established for a great national object 
just as certainly as the Caradian Pa- 
cifie Railway was coustructed for a 
great national object. 

“By no force of logic, or effort of 
persuasion or act of parl‘ament can 
you induce a whole people or even ali 
the members of a single family to 
follow agricultural pursuits. In every 
family of three sons o will devote 
themselves to commercia! or industria 
avocations. For example between 1900 
and 1910, notwithstanding ‘he wide ex 
tension settlement in Western Canada, 
the rural population »ver the whole 
country increased by 16.48 per cent. 
and the urban population by 63.83 per 
cent., while the total rural population 
{s 3,924,083 as against an urban popu- 
lation of 8,280,441. 

Growth of the Population. 

“In Eastern Canada the increase of 
rural population was 1.6 per cent., aud 
ef urban population 43.3 per cent. In 
Western Canada the increase of rural 
population was 125 per cent., and of 
urban population 242 per cent. These 
facts at least prove the contention 
that only a percentage of the popula- 
tion will go upon the land and it fol- 
lows inevitably that we will lose by 
emigration those for whom we do not 
provide employment in mercantile and 
industrial pursuits. : 

“Under the conditions which obtain 
m Canada with moderate protecticnist 
duties, industries will follow popula- 
tion as under free trade Canadians 
| vould go to the industries of the neigh- 
boring country. It is only by a ju- 
dicious system of protection that we 
can conserve our own natural re 
cources which under sound policies of 
legislation and administration become 
chief sources o” public revenue and the 
support of great industrial communi: 
ties. 

“Do you believe that the industries 
of older Canada could thrive if they 
were exposed to the unobstructed com- 
petition of the highly specialised and 
heavily cavitalised industries of the 
United States, manufacturing for a 
protected market of ninety millions of 
people, or do you believe that against 
such competition any considerabie 
number of industries vould be estab- 
lished in the west in this generation? 

“In the United States for neariy half 
a oentury the chief agricultural states 
bave been protectionist strongholds 
because they desired that their sons 
should have ample choice of a voca- 
tion and employment in their own 
country, because they believed that 
grain prices for exports were deter 
mined by the markets of Europe, and 
because they believed that any burden 
imposed by protection was offset by 
the higher prices of local markets, 
that local markets were essential to 
profitable general farming, and that 
farming devoted to a single staple 
product could never be a permanent 
condition. 

“This may or may not ave been 
sound reasomng but if it as infiv- 
ential with American farmers under 
a very high tariff it may bave signifi- 
cance for Canadian farmers under a 
very moderate tariff and particularly 
for western farmers whosa prosperity 
will timereasc with the increase of 
home markets. 

“Is it conceivable that by legisia 
tlon you could create a separate free 
trade area in the United ‘tates, and 
maintain its population and prospe it:

Famous Soldier Dares Look Facts in 
Face, Declares Daily Mail. 


London, Oct. 30. — Field-Marshal 
Marl Roberts is quite unmoved by 
the «questions addressed to Sir 
Kdward Girey in the Commons last 
night by the peacc-at-any-price Rad- 
ielas. It is 10 be noted that = Sir 
Kdward Grey was most careful to 
avoid any attempt to deny the facts 
upon which! Marl Roberts uttered his 
solemn warning. All he said was— 
“To deprecate the suggestion that a 
government should make ofticial rep- 
resentations to any other govern- 
ment about unwise or provovative 
speech made in Germany or in Brit- 
ain by persons not in a position to 
control the policy of the respective 
governments.”’ 

The Daily Mail says-—‘'Earl Rob- 
erts delivered his speech because he 
felt it his duty to lay the facts as he 
sees them before the British nation. 
lis record is known to his country- 
men as that of a life devoted to the 
service of splendid achievements, and 
great personal sacrifices, and includes 
the resignation of an official post 
carrying the highest honor and 
largest emolument, in order to be 
free to speak out. There is no sol- 
dier more reticent or more retiring, 
and certainly none more — faithful 
to the rules of true discipline. His- 
tory alone can decide, and to history 
and his countrymen is he, content to 
leave the final verdiet.’’ 

The Daily Express says :—% Lord 
Roherts premises are founded on 
facts, and his conclusions are those 
which Reginald) McKenna, Premier 
Asquith, Sir Kdward Grey, and the 
Rt. Fhon. Winston Churchill them- 
selves put forward in the debates on 
the naval estimates in the Commons. 
Lord Roberts oniy differs from these 
responsible stetesmen in daring to 
look the facts in the face, and to 
call his countrymen to account for 
their apathy and neglect.

The Greek commander's. daring en- 
terprise was ¢carricd out under the 
guns of the Turkish forts without 
being observed and the torpedo boat 
escaped unstathed. 


Sofia, Nov. 1.—The Turkish cruiser 
Hamidieh discharged nine shells yes- 
terday at the Cape Mine lighthouse 
between the Bulgarian ports of Bur- 
vas and Karina.

A Saskatchewan Man Who Farms 
Wisely—Intensive Agricul- 
ture is Coming

That mixed farming in Western 
Canada pays is the text of an article 
in a recent number of “The Domin- 
fon.” In proof thereof the writer gives 
the following instance among others: 

“There's Ertman Tonn who bought 
a section of prairie land up in Central 
Saskatchewan, near my place, a while 
ago. At the same time he also took 
a homestead. Now he’s in both kinds 
of farming. Last year’s crop which 
he sold in October, brought him §$4,- 
700.00—his wheat and oats off 300 
acres. But he also raised stock, includ- 
Ing horses, hogs and cattle that were 
worth at least $8,000.00. That man 
would not take $30,000.00 for his 800 
acres.” 

Speaking of intemsive farming in 
England he said: 

“I think that in a great many ways 
they do things better in the Old Coun- 
try, where the population is heavier 
and where the average farmer has to 
be content to get along with less land. 
They farm more intenstvely over 
there. In fact. they tell me that many 
farmers over there produce as much 
{un dollars and cents from ten acres 
aB some of our farmers can get here 
out of a whole quarter section. I won- 
der if the avernge farmer realizes that 
some of the richest farms in Western 
Canada—the farms that produce the 
striking results in dollars and centsa— 
are striking examples of the most pro- 
ductive soil in the Dominion being 
used most unscientifically. Sclence 
will get its turn, however, as this land 
becomes more valuable. Instead of 
the comparatively small number of 
large farms which we have at present 
we are going to have a multitude of 
little ones.” 


KEEP CARS MOVING 


How Business Mon are Urged to Ao 
sist In the Movement of Grain 
That tho business men. and 

manufacturers of HDestern Canada 
ealize the necessity of providing all 
cars possible for the transportation 
of Western Canada’s gratn crop is 
shown by a circular sent out during 
the past month by the manager of 
the Transportation Department of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
to its three thousand members.

If a shipper by his own act 
reduces .tho available supply of cars 
he cannot very well complain of a 
shortage. Cara are furnished for 
transportation, not for storage, and 
every one used for storage reduces 
the number available for transporta-

A. P. OLSON WRITES ON HIS 
TRIP TO DENMARK. 
To the Editor of The News. 

Dear Sir,—You expect a letter on 
my trip. Well, let’s try. 

We left here on November 13th, 
came to Montreal on the 17th, and 
went on board ship, expecting tu 
leave immediately, but found ou 
that the longshoremen were on strike 
and the ship could not leave before 
its cargo was unloaded and another 
cargo for Glasgow taken in. On the 
18 the strike was settled and work 
started at lJ o'clock at night, We 
got ready to leave on the 23rd. We 
also had a tire in the ship and got 
assistance in putting it out from the 
city fire department. Now you may 
think this an annoving incident, but 
it was not. We had a good chance 
to see the city, and also to see the 
immense lot of goods of all  des- 
criptions contained in the cargo of a 
big ocean steamer, so we considered 
the time well spent. We stopped 3 
days in Glasgow. another city worth 
seeing, and we went on over to Leith 
and Christiana and to Copenhagen, 
where we = arrived December uth. 
We found many more friends and 
relatives than we had expected after 
thirty-one years’ absence, and = we 
had a good time and lots. of fun. 
The city has greatly changed and 
more than doubled in population 
since the time I was. sclling = milk 
there. It has been beautified very 
much, but it still has too many 
of the old crooked, narrow streets. 
However, they were kept clean and 
tidy all over. The city owns and 
Operates such things as waten, gas 
and electrie works, also street car 
lines, and a person can ride a dis- 
tance of seven or eight miles for 10 
ore (about 24 cents), and get trans- 
fers from one line to another. Whe 
city also has many beautiful parks, 
public gardens and public buildings, 
besides there js all kinds of amuse- 
ment, so it kept us on the go to see 
as much of it as possible. The sur- 
rounding country, whieh used 
mixed farming, has nearly all turn- 


ed into market gardening, and where |
